EDWARD L. DIMOCK 


IS CALLED HOME 


DEMISE OCCURRED THIS MORN- 


ING OF PARALYSIS. 


Was the First Secretary of the North 


western Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany of Milwaukee, and the Second 
Mayor of Janesville—James Camp- 
ion No More. 


Edward L. Dimock, first; secretary of 


the Northwestern Life Insurance com- 
pany of -Milwaukee, and second mayor 
of Janesville, died this morning at the 
home of his son-in-law, Mayor Victor 
P. Bichardson, corner of St. Lawrence 
Place and Sinclair street, aged eighty 
years, the c.tuse of his demise being the 
infirmities of age. 


.•For several weeks past Mr. Dimock 


has been in poor health, and 'of late has 
been confined to his bed. 


During the past four days his condi- 


tion grew gradually worse, and a por- 
tion of • the time he was in an uncon; 
Fcious state, being unable to. recognize 
those about him. 
.

This morning the end came, and he 


passed peacefully away. 


Edward L, Dimock was born in Gen- 


nessee Co., New York, Oct. 13, 1819, 
his'pareuts being natives of Tolland 
County, Connecticut, the family -being 
of Scotch decent. 
Mr. Dimock lived 


on the parental farm untilhis fourteenth 
year, whenhe went to Rochester: The next 
two years found him employed in a dry 
goods store, and at the end of that time 
he went to Batavia, where he remained 
ten years. His next business engage- 
ment was at Buffalo. 
While in this city 


he decided to come west, and in June, 
1845, he came to Janesville. On his 
arrival in Janesville he engaged in the 
mercantile business, continuing it for 
six years. He then turned his attention 
to banking, and was for a time presi- 
dent of the Badger State bank. 
In 


1858 he leit banking to engage in the 
insurance business which has been his 
calling since. 


In the spring of 1854 he was 'electee! 


alderman;of the Second ward, and in 
1855 was elected mayor, being the sec- 
ond mayor of the Bo,ver city. Hu had 
also held other city offices. 


Ho was for five years a director of 


the Milwaukee & Mississippi railway- 
now the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
system. He was also a stockholder, 
and for four years ending in 1861, the 
lessee of the Janesville gas works, in 
connection with Timothy Jackman. He 
was also a charter member and the first 
secretary of the Northwestern Mutual 
.Life Insurance company of Milwaukee. 


Mr. Dimock was m'arried in October 


30, 1851, 
to Miss Emma" C. Hanks, 


daughter of Col, and Mrs. L'. B Hanks, 
for many years a prominent -business 
man of Hartford, Conn. Tol them five 
children wero-born, four of -whom •'. died

Mrs. Dimock died in 1880,,"and some

Fieems to be no end to the rainfall. 


The sea of water now extends from 


'the north central part of the state to 
the gulf, a distance of 300 miles or 
more, and with an average width of 
probably seventy-five miles. The great 
flood began nearly a week ago, and the 


. suffering of the people in the localities 


that are surrounded and cut off from 
communication with the outside world 
must be severe. 


Every possible effort Is being made 


to rescue the unfortunate men, women 
and children thus situated, and, all day 
Sunday rescuers plied the" turbulent 
waters in improvised boats and rafts, 
picking__up 'the. stranded people and 
conveying them to higher land. Rail- 
road officials can do nothing with their 
paralyzed facilities to improve the sit- 
uation. 


More costly bridges are reported to 


have been, swept away, among them 
being that of the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas road over Little river.

ler and other counties in the Colorado 
and Brazos valleys unless 
he

the whole country is under water. 1 
saw hundreds of horses -and 
cattle 


standing in fields with the water up to 
their necks. Many miles of railroads 
are under water and in some places au 
effort is being made to run local pas- 
senger trains with water covering the 
track to .a depth of nearly three feet. 
It is not only the Colorado and Brazos 
that are inflicting damage, but small 
streams are also flooding the coun- 
try."
